NEW BRIGHTS MAJOR INFLUENCE IN 1980 


New brights, and a softer, warmer cast 
in the established color families, 
will be major influences in 1980. 


Significant warmer casts are seen in 
the red-rose-mulberry family: chili, 
garnet, Victoria mauve, mulberry and 
apricot brandy. Tayget red is the 
apparel bright. 


Top banana, another warm cast, is 
added to the continuing yellows. 
Bronze, a warm gold, is strongly re- 
lated to such carry-overs as tandori 
tan, tobacco and tarnished brass. 
Truffle, graystone and the classic 
beiges continue. Two neutrals are a 
rich, medium-to-dark fedora gray, and 
off-white cloud. In browns, the trend 
is to medium values; red-brown mulled 
wine is a link to the reds. 


Blues proved themselves in 1979, em- 
erge more strongly in 1980...Indigo, 
a deeper navy, blue fantasy and the 
new bright. Sea grotto (blue-green), 
spruce and Sherwood, will be the 
deeps. Glacier, a fresh, clear aqua, 
is the jewel-tone in this group. 
Black and white will become even more 
important, both as individual colors 
and in combination with the above. 





CHOICE OF TWO MENSWEAR LOOKS FOR FALL: "ASSURED" OR "ASSERTIVE" 


The difference is subtle, perceived more in the over-all effect than in individual de- 
tails. "Assured" fashion is for the man who has arrived, "Assertive" styles for the 
fashion activist. Both were displayed at the Men's Fashion Association's Fall/Winter 
'79 Press Preview at Spring Lake, N.J. under the fashion direction of Chip Tolbert. 

The touchstone difference lies in the shoulder: "soft," and "natural," for the 

"Assured Man," although he may also find a slight build-up--not padding!--to lend a 
slimming effect; higher, straighter and forward pitched, combining with slimmed hips 
and narrower trousers into the new "V"-silhouette for the contemporary "Assertive Man." 


NEW DIMENSIONS: NARROWER TROUSER CUFFS and LAPELS--increased exposure of 
breast pockets needs pocket squares 
48" TOPCOATS, some fur-collared or -lined--46"-52" rain- 
coats--even British warms are longer 


BEST SUITED: Double-breasted now 15% of market can now be worn open ... 70% of ALL 
suits are vested...removable sleeves turn some jackets into vests...trousers are 
straighter-but-not-tight, a single inverted pleat more directional than the tradi- 
tional pleat-fronts...Sportcoat/slacks ensembles in surburban tweeds or country looks 
are refreshing alternatives for business dressing. 


THE CASUAL LIFE: Western Wear continues strong, with wider trend to authentic cowboy 
details...Sweater dressing major, a beloved fashion revival fueled by the energy 

crunch; soft or tweedy, often in iridescent weaves; scarf collar and lapover V-neck 
among new top treatments...Fit is prime factor in new explosion of status-label 
Jeans...Quilting, even in leather: quilted tan, burgundy leather jackets; tan suede 
fiber filled vest; green, blue, brown, maroon quilt fabric jackets; quilted vinyl 
trench, cotton-flannel lining...Leather is better than ever: gold suede vest, brown 
leather shirt can double as jacket, black leather slacks; tan, brown leather jackets, 
blousons, black blazer; brown leather, suede trenchcoats, quilted black leather topcoat. 


MEN'S FURS now account for 15% of all fur sales. Included here, revival of double- 
breasted overcoats with fur: camel with unplucked nutria or mink collar, brown herring- 
bone with beaver; tan poplin raincoat with opossum collar and lining, iridescent green 
trench with button-off mink collar and zip-out mink lining...Sports Furs: Raccoon car 
and pea coats, leather-trim gray fox 3/4 coat, coyote parka; reversible blousons: tan 
corduroy to coyote or opossum...Serious Fur Coats: Russian marmot, Finnish raccoon, 
natural gray or brown-dyed fox, full-length mink with Russian sable collar.

INTERSTOFF: Colorful--Structured--Textured 


OVERVIEW: Colorful, more structured fabrics with subtler textures--with mechanical 
stretch, or airily drapable,set the direction of the 4lst Frankfurt Fashion Fair... 

The natural fibers--wool, silk, linen, cotton--were most often blended with man-mades-- 
rayon, polyester (filament and spun) which, in turn,.solo'd...Novelty yarns crossing 
the surface added varied color and/or texture to solid cloths, and outlined, emphasized 
or framed patterns...Corded yarns, knots, thick-and-thin, slub and tail, twist, crepe, 
jaspe and space-dye yarns abounded...Lurex now used more sparingly, a hairline on a 
plaid or stripe, a hint of glitter on a tweed; mostly gold, some silver or clear... 
Lace, tulle, embroideries, voile, batiste, organza and georgette gaining importance 

as contrasts to the more structured fabrics.

COLORS: Newest are bright pastels, some stinging bright--coral, yellow, baby green, baby 
jade ... tri-tone monochromes ... black/white is tremendous ... bright primaries continue 
from Spring/Summer '79. 


TEXTURES -- RAISED SURFACES: Pique, ribbed faille and ottomans, ridged twill, slubbed 
shantung, quilted cotton, nubbed silk. 


PRINTS: Contemporary conversationals such as machine or watch parts whimsically floral 
in feeling ... enormous florals almost 12-inches wide ... but also minimal, “barely 
there" spaced-out prints ... black-and-white outlines on flat surfaces endow prints 
with 3-D effects ... raised surfaces make traditional checks, plaids, dots and stripes 
spring to new life and many in pastel brights.
